People from all over Rush county 
.joined in the patriotic demonstration 
last night to let the men for Com­ 
pany B., Fourth 
Indiana Infantry, 
and the young men 
of conscription 
age who today ara registering, know 
that they were standing behind them 
whatever they were called upon to 
do for their country. 
Thousands of people lined Main 
street from First to Ninth to watch 
the parade and 
the coliseum was 
packed with people when the pro­ 
gram was started about eight-thirty 
o’clock. 
The 
of Company B. were fre­ 
quently referred to in a complimen­ 
tary way by the speakers and' were 
as many times enthusiasticly ap­ 
plauded by the audience. 
The sol­ 
emn side of the war in which 
the 
Vnited States is engaged was more 
impressed on the people 
of Rush 
county than ever before 
and many 
were brought to the realization that 
Rush county and Indiana is just As 
much at war as any nation of Eu­ 
rope though this particular county 
is far removed from the field of con­ 
flict. 
Company B. made its first public 
appearance in the parade. The men 
are still without uniforms but they 
marched 
proudly 
up 
the 
street, 
hailed on every side as the men who 
did not have 
to be 
sent 
for, but 
went. 
The 
participation 
of 
the 
fraternal orders, the Red Cross, the 
Boy Scouts and other organizations 
made the parade one of the biggest 
demonstrations ever seen here. 
The program 
at the coliseum 
opened with the singing of “Ameri­ 
ca” by the audience, led 'by B. F. 
Miller, and the invocation pronoun­ 
ced by Dr. D. Ira Lambert.

Thomas made a short appeal for the 
support of the Red Cross and Mrs. 
Carl F. Beher and Mr. Miller sang, 
“Tenting Tonight.”

It was pointed out that men can 
still volunteer their 
services 
until 
actually drafted under the conscrip­ 
tion law. There has been some mis- 
understanding about this and Capt. 
Coppock set at rest all doubts. The 
more men Indiana 
has 
enlisted by 
the time the draft is made the small­ 
er 4he amount to be drafted. 
“Indiana has enlisted close to 
6,000 men,” 
said 
Capt. 
Coppock, 
“and we are still working hard. The 
more men she has enlisted the few­ 
er men there will be 
taken by 
the 
dra ft.” 
Capt. Coppock pointed 
out that 
there was only one branch of 
the 
service that is not recruited to full 
war strength. This is the coast ar­ 
tillery. 
“The coast artillery service 
is now closed to enlistments,” 
said 
the captain, 
“but we are accepting 
single men from the ages of 18 to 40 
for the regular army.” 
Captain Coppock has been in the 
army service twenty-one years. 
He 
is a native of Indiana and because 
of this fact if nothing 
more/ he is 
interested in seeing bis state have 
a record 
numiber 
of 
enlistments. 
During his recent work in recruit­ 
ing 6,000 men Capt. 
Coppock 
has 
had some, interesting experiences. 
“In all parts of the state,” 
said 
Capt. Coppock, “there are many men 
who are afraid to enlist, 
because 
they fear crossing the Atlantic. They 
do not fear 
the idea of 
going to 
France so much as they do the sub­ 
marine menace and the general fear 
of the sea. To this class of men we 
advise going into the 
cavalry ser­ 
vice. 
Their fear is genuine and is 
tio disgrace. 
According to 
present 
•indications, there 
will be 
a small 
unit of cavalry sent abroad. 
The 
^rest will be kept 
on the Mexican 
.border and because of this we have 
recommended this service 
for 
the 
.men who are afraid of the sea. 
“There is one big advantage to en­ 
listing now and that is that the vol­ 
unteer can name the kind of service 
he wants while under the draft there 
will be no choice.”

The demand for freight cars at 


the present time is far beyond that 
of any previous period in our bist- 
jry.

greatly increased. The Car Service 
Commission of the American Rail- 
way Association is coordinating the 
traffic resources of the country in 
an effort to meet this demand, but it 
will be unable to do so without the 
help of all those interested. 


It appears that a very large per- 


centage of freight cars are sent out 
loaded .only to the minimum capac- 
ity fixed in the tariffs of the carri- 
ers, although the maximum 
safe 


capacity of the ear is in some cases 
twice this minimum. The bureau be-. 
leives that a great improvement will 
follow if this situation is brought to 
the attention of shippers and others 
concerned,'and it is pointed, out to 
them that unless cars are loaded to 
the (maximum and delays^ obviated 
there will not be enough <;ars to go 
around, with resulting hardships to 
all shippers.
